then that praftiſed for debt, 
And wee grant that aftions upon 
the Caſe, being mixt ai» 
ons , cver- ought to have been 
by Capias, before that Statute, 
however negle&ed by ſuch as 
ever left undon thoſe things 
which they ought to have don, 
to do. thoſe things. which they 
ought not.. And that ſummons is 
a milder way,and not ſo compul- 
ſorie : as the Capias, wee con- 
fels, and hold more Chriſtian; 
for the Capias compelleth men 
that are not able to pay their 
debts, and that never ought anie, 
to be impriſoned, ſtarved, mur- 
thered : And no juſt debt to bee 
paid ſo ſoon as ſummons, all the 


world 
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world knoweth- thereof, and 
therefore no Nation but Engliſh 
admitteth a Capias for debt.
